Arizona can claim another novelty
which is no lvss than a ttrong barbed
wire fence constructed by stockmen on

tho Hue between Arizona and Sonorn
for a distance of over 100 miles

Last week B A Packard the cattle
prince of Cochise cloned tbe gap of 30

miles between tbe San Rafael and tbe
fence which extends westward from the
Sonora liuu so that there is an irnpas

sable harrier between Sonora and Ariz ¬
